New Silver Dollar to 
Honor Royal Visit 


Welcome news to the public is the 

announcement that a new silver dol- 
ilar of commemorative design is being 

struck by the royal mint to mark the 
visit of Their Mcst Gracious Majesties 
King George and Queen Elizabeth to 
the Dominion. ' 

The new silver dollar differs in de- 
sign from the two issues that are 
now in circulation. The obverse im- 
pression (face side) bears the likeness 
of His Majesty King George the Sixth 
with the inscription: “GEORGIVS VI 
D:G REX ET IND: IMP.” 

In place of the customary Northern 
scene—canoe, voyageur, Indian, lake 
and wooded island—the reverse side 
shows the Central block of the parlia- 
ment buildings, Ottawa, with the 
stately Peace Tower .in the centre. 
Surmounting. this design is the in- 
scription: FIDE.SVORVM REGNAT: 
below the design is inscribed: CAN- 
ADA, 1939, 1 DOLLAR, with a bead- 
ing, encircling; a graining on the 
edge. i 

The first silver dollar was struck 
in honor of the Jubilee of the late 
King George V and the second issue 
after the accession of His Majesty. 

The silver dollar will be available 
early in May at all branches of char- 
tered banks. 

Through the co-operation of the 
Honorable N. A, McLarty, K.C., M.P., 
postmaster general, this new coin will 
be made available at the post offices 
in places where there are no local 
branch banks.

SEEDING OF VEGETABLE 
GARDEN 


Many attribute failure of seeds to 
germinate to poor seed. While it is 
true many seeds do fail to germinate, 
it is not always the fault of the seed, 
but too often the fault of the sower 
by sowing too deep or not deep 
enough, states J. Gallaher, Head Gar- 
dener, Experimental Station, Kent- 
ville, N.S. 

Preparation of the seed bed or rows 
is very important, having a bearing 
on the germination of seed. 

Assuming the land is ready for 
;Seed sowing, having been ploughed 
‘and cultivated (or dug with the spade, 
forked over and raked off), unless 
this loose ground has been made fair- 
‘ly firm by treading (or leveller in the 
‘case of larger areas), the seed will be 
liable to rot in this loose ground fol- 
lowing rains and cool weather at this 
time of year. A garden that is ready 
for seed sowing or planting should be 
in a condition that one can walk over 
lit and not sink to the ankles in soft 
| ground. 


Seed for any purpose should _ be 
sown in rows, whether in the open or 
‘in flats in house or hotbed. 

A garden line is necessary to keep 
the rows straight, and should be taut, 
not loose. A marker should be used. 
'This could be a 2x1-inch stick, six to 
eight feet long, with a notch %-inch 
deep on the same side at the other 
‘end. Place the notch over the line 
and push the stick along the line, 
which will leave'a drill for sowing 
The 14-inch notch should be used for 
ismall seeds, and the other end for 
larger seeds such as peas, beans, etc. 
If a shallow drill is required, do not 
bear down on the marker; if a deep 
‘drill is required, bear down heavily on 
|the marker. Remove the line to the 
next row and so on until rows are 
all ready for sowing. 

The rows should be spaced the dis- 
tance apart required for hand or 
horse cultivation, whichever method 
is used for cultivating and keeping 
the weeds down. 

There are many devices advertised 
for sowing seeds, but for the average 
person, where there is not a large 
area to sow, the package the seed is 
is in is as good (sometimes better) 
than any device on the market. Open 
end of package, bend the sides up so 
the package will be concave, and with 
a gentle quivering of the hand the 
seed will come out thinly. 

To cover the seed, take an iron rake 
with teeth uppermost and draw’® it 
along the drill. This will give enough 
covering, then take the rake by the 
handle (head down) and beat the sur- 
face of drill, making the soil firm 
around the seed. ' 

The benefit of fairly firm to firm 
soil is that when seeds have germin- 
ated and roots commence to form 
they prefer this environment, rather 
than loose open soil where the ten- 
dency is for this loose open soil to dry 
out if drought sets in. 

As to the preper depth for the var- 
jious kinds of seed to be sown, a good 
;plan is to sow all seeds about three 
itimes their own depth.
